In your paper of recent issue I took 
great pleasure in the perusal of an article 
by Dr. M. E Congar on this all absorb- 
While I am personally ac- 
quainted with, and have the highest regard 


ing subject. 


for the Doctor, and know him to be a man 

of no little ability, I must ask for more 

light on this important theme. 

The Doctor says he is more in harmony 

with the article written by “Mac” than 
any of the series, To me there is but lit- 
tle logic in this article. Mac says: “Many 
spirits who return to earth are doubtless 
learned enough to make a scientific dem- 
onstration of the compound parts of the 
spirit body.” Right here I am an “igno- 
rant school boy” and must ask of those 
who have the knowledge, what are the 
compound pacts of the spirit body? Is it 
a settled fact to anyone that outside of ma- 
terial bodies there are those which have 
component parts? But Mac says: “They 
cannot impart such advanced scientific 
information to you and I on account of 
our inability to comprehend it.” As the 
Doctor says, “This smacks very much of 
bigotry;” especially that of the Catholic 
clergy who instruct their members not to 
read the Bible, as they cannot understand 
it. Neither will a child understand the 
first explanation of a problem, but con- 
stant effort on the part of both pupil and 
teacher, will be rewarded; the school boy 
will at last comprehend. It is poor com: 
fort for either spirits or mortals to inform 
me I am ignorant and cannot compre- 
hend, without making any effort to im- 
part the desired information. 

As I understand the word spirit, it is 
simply the name of a soul expression: 
that the “compound parts” of that expres- 
sion is anything else than matter, so far I 
have been unable to learn. “The material 
conception,” says Dr. Congar, “of our fu- 
ture condition in the spirit world, ie a 
blank contradiction of the letter and the 
spirit of the teachings of spirits.” Perhaps 
this is the case with the Doctor’s spirit 
friends, but does that follow it is so with 
all spirits? I think not. In fact I have 
never conversed with but one spirit—the 
“German Doctor”—who claimed spirit is 
composed of anything but matter. Of 
course the word spirit means the opposite 
of matter, but I am speaking of the soul 
expression. 

The Doctor further says: “Why any 
Spiritualist should cling to the old ortho- 
dox dogma of materiality is beyond my 
comprehension.” So it is beyond my 
comprehension why anyone should claim 
that I cling to the old orthodox dogma 
because [ believe spirit is matter. The 
orthodox have taught and believe in a 
physical resurrection. Spiritualists (at 
least I for one) do not believe in any 
The orthodox have taught 
and believe heaven and hell are places. 
Spiritualists believe and know them to be 
conditions. 

It appears to me there is a vast differ- 
ence between an invisible spirit and a 
spirit clothed in a physical body: under- 
stand I mean in the condition, not: the 
principle. Steam is invisible vapor, yet 
when it condenses in the form of water it 
is visible. Dr. C. cays: “Spirit is cause.” 
So is the steam, and yet it is evidently a 
certain condition of matter: the cause that 
moves the locomotive. Steam is also the | 
effect of another cause, yet that cause or 
power is a condition of matter, Hence I 
cannot see why spirit may not be a condi- 
tion or form of matter and still be cause. 

This spirit talk ig very much like the 
God theory. Many people talk as though 
they were inlimately acquainted, and had 
daily communication with God. They 
say: “He is a spirit, or is spirit, and per- 
meates or occupies al] space. As there is 


no end; neither can there be, to space, 
there is no end to God.” Then it follows 
spirit must be endless. Will some of the 
learned gentlemen inform me from what 
point in this endless spirit they receive 
their information? or will they inform me 
at what point in space there ia a vacuum, 
or no such thing aa matter? If the spirit 
is not some condilion of matter, then it 
must occupy a vacuum: but, as nature ab 
hors and will not tolerate a vacuum, there 
can be no such thing in space: hence no 
place for the Doctor’s spirit. 

Matter, in ite various forms, occupies all 
space, In my schooldays our teacher 
made an effort—which was almost a com- 
plete success—to produce a vacuum by 
artificial means, but the effort of nature to 
fill up this vacuum was so great, I fear 
had the Doctor or Mac inhabited this un- 
occupied country, they would have been 
in constant dread of having their spirits 
everlastingly wrecked. 

Dr. C. iurther says: “In my opinion, 
the birds, flowers, lakes, etc., which are 
said to be conditions of spirit life, are only 
reflections of earth life.” Then why not 
our spirit friends be mere reflections of 
earth life? J cannot understand why birds, 
animals, etc., which certainly have every 
element and power required in the make 
up of the human economy, should be 
barred from immortality. Some may say 
they cannot communicate in our language; 
neither can we in their's, yet there is no 
doubt that they think and communicate. 
And will you please teil me what gives 
man the power to thirk, .f not the eoul? 
Then why not a bird derive its power 
from the same source? The dog has fre- 
quently been known to indicate the pres- 
ence of departed spirits: then is he not 
clairvoyant or clairaudient, and is not this 
a spiritual power? 

Again Dr. C. sayr: “Let us stand by 
our dictionaries.” Webster’s Unabridged, 
published in 1852, says: “Spirit is an im- 
material, intelligent substance,” also, 
“Spirit is an immaterial, intelligent being. 
How anything can be immaterial and still 
be substance is more than I can explain, 
hence it would require no little effort on 
my part to solye the mystery and accept 
this definition.

IS SPIRIT MATTERP 
BY 8. T SUDDICK, M. D. 


I notice in nearly all the articlea under 
the above caption, that the writers do not 
recognize a difference between soul and 
spirit. Hence the confusion existing on 
this vexed question. 

That there is a difference I, for one, 
honestly believe. Paul certainly recog: 
nized that there is a difference between 
spirit and soul, and that the separation be- 
tween the two is almost Impossible, when 
he said “The word of God is quick and 
powerful, and sharper than a two-edge 
sword; piercing even to the dividing as- 
sunder of soul and spirit, of the joints and 
marrow.” 

If soul and epirit were one and the same 
thing, why did St. Paul make this com- 
parison? And if they are not, then what 
is soul, and what is spirit? 

Divide the universe into two great di- 
visions, mind and matter,—-the creator and 
the created--and upon which side of this 
line will you place spirit? 

St. Paul also says: “We have a natural 
(physical) body and we have a spiritual 
body.” Now, what is this spiritual] body, 
and when is it given or attached to the 
physical? Is it pre-natal? Does the ex- 
pectant mother unconsciously attract to 
her unborn child this spiritual essence at 
the quickening—this something that im- 
parts life, motion and sensation? And 
from this time—about five months after 
conception—does the unborn become an 
individualized human being, that will re- 
main so through to all eternity? — 

I believe that two things are imparted 
at this period; namely: soul (mind) and 
spirit (sensation); the former in a dor 
mant, and the latter in an active condi- 
tion, imparting individual motion for the 
first time, as every mother well knows, 

Now if soul and-mind are the same 
thing—which I believe they are—is not 
spirit that spiritual body spoken of by 
Paul, in which the soul—mind—is in 
cased? And if they come to us through 
some subtle unconscious attraction, before 
the birth of the physical body, will they 
not remain inseparable, and continue to 
exist after the physical has gone to dus ? 

When we shuffle off this mortal coil, 
and the freed spirit still occupied by the 
soul,—mind—steps out of the physical, is 
not this spirit the “house which is from 
heaven,” spoken of by Paul? 

We say: “I see a man,” if one is ap- 
proaching; we do not say: “I see a mind,” 
ora “soul?” The expression refers to the 
body. Likewise we say: “I see a spirit?” 
This expression also refers to the spiritual 
body, and nct to the mind or.soul, as that 
is a part of the Divine mind, or unseeable 
essence of the Deity, individualized in us, 
and as invisible as God himself; or in 
other words is part of that great directing 
force or power which permeates and per- 
vades the universe, But the spiritual body 
is not the ego no more than is the physi- 
cal.

The first number of my subscription 
lies before me, well filled with readable 
matter for all, yet, while one reads and 
says from time to time, "That is good,” it 
is not to be supposed „that every printed 
word can touch the soul with real truth 
echoes, because we must all receive and 
believe in proportion to our unfoldment. 

Now I have made these prefatory re- 
marks because I would, in an easy, quiet 
way, take exception to one article I no- 
ticed, Such, you see, is the management 

of a woman who wants her own way 
without trespassing on the premises or 
conclusions of another. The article to 
which 1 refer is quoted from the Popular 
Science News, and headed “Rudimentary 
Organs.” The point sought to be proven 
is that embodied in Darwin’s theory, from 
which I always felt repelled, though I 
have no right to say he had not the truth; 
it is simply not truth tome. Do I believe 
in evolution? Most certainly, but I apply 
it to law, and not to the expressions there- 
of. I will state in simplest words what 
the white robed dwellers of the land celes- 
tial give me as truth, and I must say it 
touches my soul with a royal ring; besides, 
I do believe there are those in the land of 
souls who can see further into both cause 
and effect than we who must rense truth 
through material condition», that ever 
surrounds us in the valley. 

We have to goa long way back for the 
first stepping stone, and we find there an 
enshrinement in matter,which, in response 
to law, becomes an atomic form, wherein 
law must become embodied, and to which 
it bestows, as an irrevocable legacy, its 
power creative, through the action of 
which it continucs to give birth to forms 
of its kind, while to each form thus born, 
the legacy of creative law is transmitted.

Now I have, regardless of masculine sci 
ence, had my little say, and, womanlike, 
teel the better for it; besides I take some 
honor to myself because of brevity, which 
is not supposed to be characteristic of wo- 
men. Sure it is we are all gleaners, and 
as we reap from the many fields of the yet 
to be, we shall grow to say, I know, and 
not I believe. 


Is the Soul an Entity, or an Evolution? 
The soul,.as far as we know anything

How the Aurora Borealis Mede Its Pres- 
ence Known. 

John E. McGrath, in charge of one of 
the surveying expeditions to locate the 
boundary line between Alaska and British 
Columbia, has written to the Superinter- 
dent of the Coast Survey, giving an ac- 
count of his operations since his arrival in 
Alaska The letter is dated thirty miles 
above Charley’s Village, August 18. The 
party had reached that point afier some 
little annoyance and delays. They had 
observed severa! brilliant displays of the 
aurora borealis, one of which wae inter- 
esting because of its being attended by a 
noise, an unusual phenomenon. The letter 
relates the circumstances as follows: 

One night when John Luis was on 
watch at I<, Yukon, he heard a noise be- 
hind him which made hiin think a flock of 
geese was coming along. Turning to the 
north to see them he beheld what looked 
like a rainbow flying up toward the z:- 
nith. Then it divided into two parts, one 
going toward the east and the other to- 
ward the west, The phenomenon was not 
high, and seemed to be about twelve feet 
wide, Ile was badly frightened by it at 
first. As Jobn had never seen an aurora, 
knew nothing of the dispute as to whether 
any noise accompanied it or not, hia posi- 
tive testimony that the noise it made first 
drew his attention to it will be of no value. 
The next morning my magnet acted errat- 
ically; Mr. Walace, the English Minister 
at Rampart Ifouse, told Turner and my- 
self that there was no doubt of noises ac 
companying the aurora.

Mre. Louisa Geddea departed thie life Tues- 
day, March 15. 180, nged 51 years, 11 montba 
and 21 days. Sve was the daoghter of Charles 
and Nancy Bille, and was boro to Great Bar- 
rington, Hearkshire county. Mass. Althes age 
of W years ahe Married James Geddes, Iiving 
one year thereafter in Massacbusatts, fiom 
thence moving to Fillmore county, Mion., 
where ahe resided with ber husband three 
yeam, when they returned to Massachusctts 
for three years, agtin returning to Minne- 
sola.

Woile I fud much in tbe lecture 

tbat is excellent, there are some atate- 
menta that seem entirely at variance 
with the beautiful principles of our 
philosophy, as enunolated by euch 
highly inspired teachers as Mra Rich. 
mond, Mr. Colville, Mrs. Brigham aod 
ethers, that I am rure mauy ex- 
cellent Spiritualists will take offense at 
the ideas therein expressed. I will only 
polnt outa few that seem the furthest 
removed from the spiritual standard. 
I quote: "Thie struggle will never lead 
to social equality; weaball always have 
the victor and the vanquished” Thie 
would do very well if applied to the 
animal kivgdom. But when applied 
to man, who is endowed with the pow- 
ers of reason, and have a God-ward 
pointing conscience, and ia blessed with 
the ministry of angels, I cannot believe 
that be will set at naught these heaven- 
endowments and divine ministrations, 
and follow the Inatinote of his lower 
nature forever. 

If it were true, how vain would be 
the efforts of the great moral heroes 
and heroines to uplift the race, by re- 
moving the great social and political 
evila that oppress humanity. Again I 
quote: Henry Geoige has beeu beard 
from, sbot off bis gun, but the world 
heeds it not. And now looking back- 
ward has come and mate a no Be, tuo, 
but Bellamy may bellow a thousand 
years down the ages, and still the old 
conflict, the ethics of death, will bethe 
same.” In the first place these ex 
pressions are not exactly elegant. But 
what a wonderful prophecy he has 
given. According to this oracle, there 
can be no improvement fora "thousaud 
years.’ How quickly be dashes to the 
earth the hopes of the philanthropists, 
and blinds with tears the eyes of 
those who thought they could discern a 
few golden raysof the millennia! morn- 
ing tlishing athart the spiritual sky. 
But now they will probably see that it 
was only an Illusion. 

But let ue recount a few facts of history 
and see if there is any foundation fora 
beam of hope for the lovers of humani- 
ty. Within the memory of millions 
who are living on the earth to day, the 
Rougsian serfs have been SIberated, the 
slaves of North apd South America 
have been freed; thrones bave orum- 
bled to dust at the magic touch of the 
people’s will; and the fearful arbitra- 
Ment of arms, in the settlement of 
national difficulties, has, to some ex- 
tent, excelled the more peaceful mea- 
sures. And atill the world of humanity 
is moving on; not in the same old path, 
but is getting out on the bighwuay of 
boliness, where ten thousand voices are 
io the air calling to still blgher and 
diviner attainments in every thing that 
will belo to make humanity glorious. 
As ethics means—"the science of hu- 
man duty,” I cannot see much wisdom 
in the expression “‘etbics of death;” but 
it may be perfectly clear to the Profess- 
ota mind. I quote once more: “Social 
reformers, socialista, anarchists, com 
mupists and nihbilists, may fulminate 
snathemas against order and society, 


but this process of cbavge and civil- |P 


ization will go on just the same.” 
Here is a consideravtle repetition of 
terms, and as sociallem aod nihilism 
would embody the priocipal elements 
of all, it would only be necessary to 
consider those two. Nihilism is the 
natural product of absotutism., Among 
the nibllists of Russia, may be found 
some of the most refined, intelligent 
aud bighly educated men and women 
in all the ieaim, who at times exhibit a 
moral herolem that bas never been 
excelled. 

They ure using all available means to 
overthrow that tyranlcal power that 
bas wel] nigh crushed ihe noblest in- 
atinocts of the race. It needa no pro- 
phetic eye to see that the great struugie 
now going on between these extremely 
opposite forces, will conserve to the 
destruction of botb, and the establiah- 
ment of a goveroment having a more 
equitable social political superstructure, 
for that bas been the result of similar 
struggles in otber Jands. Socisiism jn 
Frauce has made that grand nation the 
most prosperous and happy pe:ple on 
tbe European contiuent. And the cur- 
Tent events in Germuny clearly show 
that sociuliam ia rapidly gaining, avd 
has woo, by moral force alone, tbe 
sympatby of the ruling powere. The 
great social revolution now going on in 
thie couctry, largely in the induetriat! 
field, will. I trust, finally receive a 
proper and peaceful adjustment. 

It seems very strauge that any one 
can stand forth with uncovered brow, 
beneath the bl» zing light of the cloalng 
years of the nineteenth century, with 
all the facts of the world’s rapid progrees 
in material, Intellectual aud spiritual 
things, fully before him, and feel tbat 
there can be no social pr gres; or that 
it would be contrary to the “laws of 
nature,” Surely bumanity bas not yet 
reached its ultimatum. Heuory George 
ie doing bie work, Mr. Bellamy is doing 
his, and others are dolug theire, and 


when all tbe different parts are brought 
together to form une grand scheme for 


the amelioration of sil material, sucial, 
intellectual and epiritual 
touching every part of man’s environ- 


ment wilh ao uplifiing power; then 


will humanity enter upon its Jawful 
ipberltance. and go ou to grander 
heights of glory, slngivg songs ot victory 
and peace that will be echoed back 
-from the skies. Wut this gravd result 
will be due, not so much to the genius 
and goodness of man, as to the wisdom 
and inspiration of the angels.
